We would like to refer to the communication sent across by the ministry on 16.09.2015 
where the engagement on 25.07.2015 was referred to as a leap of faith anda sincere 
attempt to move forward. We earnestly request the ministry to help us understand the 
propositions arrived at during the engagement of 25.07.2015 and the alternatives that 
emerged out of it. 


This will help us get more clarity to reflect upon the alternatives and ensure a meaningful 
dialogue in the form of the proposed meeting, leading to a resolution. 

We would like to re-affirm our conviction to consider possibilities and alternatives that 
emerge in the course of our interactions with the ministry, that could help resolve the core 
issues of the strike, thereby enabling us to resume academics. 


Lets together figure out constructive ways to initiate discussion. 
In order to express our conviction to resolve the issues immediately through a face to face 
dialogue, we propose to call off the hunger strike once the government takes 


immediate trust building measures and confirms the date for official meeting with 
the representatives of the ministry.
